RAILWAY CHARGES FOR 


MERCHANDISE TRAFFIC 


I shall be surprised and disappointed if any of you are not 
fully aware of the proposals which we have made to the Govern- 
ment through the Minister of Transport for a drastic revision 
of the law governing the fixation and quotation of charges for 
the conveyance of all classes of merchandise traffic and the 
statutory requirements attaching to them. It has become known 
as the claim for a ‘‘ Square Deal ’”’ because we have asked for 
complete equality with our competitors, principally road hauliers 
and coastwise shipping, who are entirely free from the mass of 
statute and case law and governmental regulation imposed 
upon us. 

In my maiden speech to you as Chairman eleven years ago I 
dealt—not with maiden brevity—with our disabilities, and | 
have not failed to refer to them at each subsequent annual meet 
ing. In February 1928 I was most concerned with the under 
charges made on our competitors for their use of the public 
roads and the need for powers to operate our own road transport. 
These powers we ultimately secured with satisfactory results 
which disproved the fears of the opponents to our application 
and the pessimistic critics of the use of our powers, who sug- 
gested we were going to lose millions of money, indulge in 
wasteful competition, secure a monopoly, rook the public, etc. 

I see that then I put in the forefront first the public interest 
including the interests of those such as the heavy industries 
who are more or less compelled to use the rail, and secondly 
I then stated that transport 
by road and rail required co-ordination in the public interest, 
and that the most economic combination of these two means for 
each particular set of circumstances must be discovered and 
made available, and that with road powers the railways would 
be able to explore the possibilities of co-ordination by voluntary 
arrangement between the two parties. We have in fact very 
largely secured this on the passenger side, but on the goods side 
our success has been small because of the far greater number 
of operators who could not only ‘“‘ cry havoc’’ but, owing to 
their use of their freedom, played havoc with our commercial 
department working under a shackled rate system. 

I further pointed out that we had no desire to force traffic on 
to the rails, but that every ton of traffic which economically

ought to be on the rails and went on the roads was a loss to 
you and burdened the heavy industries unnecessarily. 

I have inflicted upon you this glance at the past because jt 
aids a true perspective now. 

Since 1928 a system of regulating road haulage licences hag 
been introduced which in some respects bears a slight re. 
semblance to the obligation placed upon the promoters of a new 
railway line to show that their proposals are in the public 
interest, but of course unlike railway promotions in the past, 
the new licensee is not required to pay compensation for damage 
to other providers of transport. 

But as regards co-ordination in charges nothing has been 
done. After several years’ protests by the railway companies 
a Royal Commission was appointed in 1928 to report upon 
transport questions. In its final report in 1931 it found it 
impossible to make a positive proposal on co-ordination, but 
recommended the setting up of a Transport Advisory Council 
for the purpose, amongst other things, of advising the Minister 
of Transport on the co-ordination of transport. In 1933 this 
Council was authorised by Parliament and set up in 1934. It 
dealt with various other matters and after prolonged discus. 
sions in July 1937 reported to the Minister on road and rail 
that a/l forms of transport 
should, where practicable, be rate controlled and recommended 
hat legislative steps should be taken at the earliest possible 
moment for machinery to secure uniformity of wages through-

Since July 1937 road competition increased steadily in the 
manner I have earlier explained and certain road _ interests 
developed a strong attack on the railways, completely mis- 
representing their position and suggesting that the adoption

ment upon the development of new diversions of traffic which 
were seriously impairing the railway rate structure required by 
Parliament, and making enquiries on the prospects of legisla- 
tion on the report. No assurances were apparent after the 
legislative programme of the Government for 1938/9 was pub 
lished, so the railways submitted new constructive proposals 
to the Goverument and asked for early action on them. 
These proposals are briefly condensed in the report before 
you. The existing statutory regulation of the railway charges 
for conveyance of merchandise and the requirements attached 
thereto should be repealed and the railways thus placed on 
terms of equality with other transport. Such 
equality would remove particular obstacles which have been 
cumulatively

prejudicial to the efficiency of the railways in 
recent years, and would then assist Parliament to deal with 
transport charges generally by equal regulations, and it is 
hoped lead to a large measure of co-ordination of transport 

We were criticised from various quarters by statements that 
this was a somersault, a volte-face or something else equally 
picturesque, that we wished to penalise the heavy trades, that 
we wished to favour the heavy trades at the expense of the small 
traders, that we were not entitled to equality on rates because 
passenger trains in London were overcrowded at the peak hours 
or because particular long-distance trains had run late in 4 
blizzard, that the heating apparatus did not always work, that 
the remedy was to close unspecified branch lines, that the remedy 
was to write off some of your capital (making the present unfair 
return of profits look prettier on paper), that the creation of one

huge transport amalgamation was the remedy. In short, that we 
should not now have equality because justice to us might check 
interests who are now gaining daily by the injustice and by delay 
in putting it right. 

Might I again hark back to what I have said to you before— 
this time in 1933, six years ago. 

I then explained the nature of the statutory regulation of 
these charges, the classification under which Parliament placed 
higher charges on valuable goods and lower charges on the less 
yaluable goods of the heavy trades, and the inroads of road 
hauliers on the former traffics. I added and I quote verbatim :— 

“While we believe that reasonable regulation of conditions 
must be in the interests of all branches of the transport service, 
if it is not to fall into chaos, which in the long run will inflict 
far more damage upon the user than any immediate advan- 
tages he may snatch from it, at the same time the existing 
situation is intolerable. The effect of an entirely free-lance 
and irresponsible competitor upon the system of rates classifica- 
tion is of immense importance to the public and the heavy 
trades, and the immediate gains of a section of the community 

will be dearly bought at the expense of the remainder if a 

solution is not found.”’ 

If the present proposals are a somersault the reason is to be 
found in the fact that a situation which I described as intolerable 
six years ago has grown worse to the knowledge of everyone, 
including the Government, and nothing has been done. That is 
why we urge Parliament as the protectors of the interests of the 
oublic and not of a section of it for a Square Deal—Now. 
The proposals have been referred to the Transport Advisory 
Committee, of which I am a member, and I do not now propose 
fo comment on their proceedings. I hope, however, that 
adequate and early action will be taken in Parliament, and if no 
proposals are made or proposals which your board consider 
inadequate, they will summon a special meeting of the stock- 
holders of all classes, for this is a matter which affects the deben- 
ture stockholders also, in order to make the companies’ position 
dear to you and to the public in general. 

While I cannot at this stage give you the detailed position of 
the discussions, it is clear that we are being opposed by powerful 
interests, but I would refer to the arrangements entered into 
with the road haulage organisations, particulars of which have 
been published. 

Contingent upon our proposals being adopted—and the road 
interests are prepared to support them—we shall co-operate 
actively with them for a new stage in transport history, the co- 
ordination of rates and services, and the spirit in which they 


have made this arrangement augurs well for a resolute joint 


attack upon this difficult problem. 

Meanwhile we have already indicated ways in which you, as 
shareholders, can help us. When you discuss the railway com- 
panies’ claim for a ‘‘ Square Deal”’ with your friends be sure 
they understand the following points :— 

The railways want to be free, like their competitors, to 
make charges by ordinary commercial methods. 

They no longer possess a monopoly and old restrictions are 
no longer necessary. 

They do not oppose regulation, provided it applies to all 
alike, 

They have already undertaken that their charges shall be 
reasonable, and that the trader will have the right to appeal 
against any charge he thinks unreasonable—this is more than 
the trader has at present. 

The small trader will have the same rights as the big one. 

The railways desire true co-ordination of transport in the 
national interest. The ‘‘ Square Deal’ is a step towards 
co-ordination, which is impossible under present conditions. 

The ‘‘ Square Deal” does not restrict anyone else. 

The need for action is urgent, not because of yesterday’s 
traffics or to-morrow’s, but because of the cumulative effect 
of many years’ erosion. 


THE PROSPECT 
What can I now profitably say upon the prospects ahead with 
all the world guessing? The railway prospects depend upon 
*conomic prospects, and economic prospects are particularly 
dependent upon international political prospects, and these in 
turn are in the lap of several considerable gods. J, 
Reports from the separate industries are varied and uncertain, 
and cannot be easily summarised, though there seems to be 
discernible on balance a little more optimism in the last two 
or three weeks. It would not be honest to put it any higher, 
and I can only say that your officers and staff who have re- 
sponded so magnificently to every call made upon them in 1938, 
are ready to secure the best from all that may come in 1939.

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Retail Trade in January See below 
The value of daily sales reported was almost iden- 
tical with January 1938. District movements ranged 
from a fall of 3-2 per cent. in Central and West End 
London to a rise of 2°4 per cent. in the South of 
England. Sales of food and perishables were lower 
by 03 per cent. and those of other merchandise 
higher by 0°5 per cent. For the trading year ended 
with January there was a rise of 1°8 per cent. in total 
sales as compared with the previous twelve months. 
Under the new series of index numbers, for which 
average daily sales in 1937 = 100, the usual seasonal 
decline in January 1939 was to 98, from the Decem- 
ber 1938 peak of 138. 


Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports Page 321 
In the foreign trade the net tonnage of vessels 
arriving at ports in January with cargo for discharge 
there showed a decrease of 3 per cent. from the 
record total for January 1938, while arrivals in 
ballast increased by 10 per cent. Departures with 
cargo were 2 per cent. more; those in ballast were 
7 per cent. under the record total of a year earlier. 
There was a general reduction in the coasting trade, 
eargo arrivals and departures both declining by 6 per 
cent. and ballast movements by 8 and 6 per cent. 
respectively.

RETAIL TRADE IN JANUARY 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 820 a table showing the relation of sales in 
January 1939 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1938. Index numberst{ showing the relation of certain 
sales in January 1939 to average daily sales in 1937 
are given in a further table. 

Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
of stocks held and the number of persons employed at 
the end of January 1939 with those at the same date 
in 1938. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the collaborating co-operative societies 
in particular do not report stocks at present, nor do 
they all report employment. 

A fact which should always be borne in mind in con- 
sidering these retail trade statistics is the difficulty of 
securing adequate representation of the smaller indivi- 
dual retailer.

that retailers use a variety} of accounting periods and 
also that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have, there- 
fore, to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1938 and 1989 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
selling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefor, 
the 1938 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1939, so far as length of period is concerned. Although 
the number of selling days in the calendar month was 
the same in both years, corrections for differences in 
length of period were necessary on a certain number 
of schedules for January owing to different closing 
dates for the financial year. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY-OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 

It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to trade of branches or depatt- 
ments which have been established for a year at least 
and which were, therefore, actually in operation in the 
two months for which the return igs made. The object 
of this is to minimise the danger of showing as a general 
expansion of sales in any district movements which at 
not representative of average operating results ané 
which possibly reflect transfers of trade from estab- 
lished to newly-opened concerns.

SALES 
COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus Earuirr 


The value of daily sales reported for January was 
almost identical in 1938 and 1939; for December there 
had been an increase of 1°9 per cent. compared with 
a year earlier and for November a decrease of 1-3 per 
got. The statistics for January contain a different 
proportion of ‘‘ clearance sales ’’ in different years, 
sich ‘‘ sales’’ opening sometimes at the end of 
December and sometimes at the beginning of January. 
further, since it is the last month of the trading year, 
January presents more than the normal amount of 
diversity in the length of period covered by the indivi- 
jual returns, some retailers closing their accounts fairly 
arly in the month while others do not bring their 
year to an end until some date in February. Results 
should therefore be interpreted with a certain amount 
of caution where they appear to diverge from individual 
experience, The movement in the seven districts 
ranged from a fall of 3:2 per cent. in Central and West 
End London to a rise of 2°4 per cent. in the South of 
England. Sales in Scotland which, twelve months 
ao, showed an increase of some 8°6 per cent. on a year 
earlier, improved by a further 1°9 per cent. this year. 
For the two Northern districts of England and Wales 
declines of 1-4 per cent. were reported. 


Sales of food and perishables (which accounted 
for roughly 514 per cent. of the total value reported in 
January) were lower by 0°3 per cent. Apart from the 
months affected by the Easter and Whitsuntide 
holidays, this is the first occasion on which a decline 
has been recorded in this category since October 1933. 
Sales rose slightly in Scotland, the Midlands and 
South Wales and the South of England; they declined 
by 41 per cent. in Central and West End London 
(where, however, the sample has certain peculiarities), 
by 23 per cent. in the North-East and fractionally in 
the North-West and in Suburban London. 


Sales of other merchandise expanded slightly (0°5 
per cent.). Scotland, the Midlands and South Wales, 
the South of England and Suburban London all showed 
inreases, the largest being 4°9 per cent. in the South 
of England. Sales in Central and West End London 
declined by 8-1 per cent. and there were smaller declines 
for the North-East and North-West. For the country 
a a whole, women’s wear (3°2 per cent.), boots and 
shoes (2°7 per cent.), fancy departments (1:8 per cent.), 
and miscellaneous and unallocated goods (2°9 per cent.) 
were the only main categories to exceed the level of 
January 1988. The principal decreases were 5°5 per 
ent. for furnishing departments, 4:3 per cent. for 
hardware, 8-7 per cent. for sports and travel goods and 
35 per cent. for piece-goods.

The following comparisons 
relate to the new series, which are now available for all 
seven districts separately. 


January sales showed the usual seasonal decline, the 
recession from the December peak of 138 to 98 being 
slightly greater than the corresponding fall from 135 
to 98 a year ago. The contraction was evident in all 
seven districts and was greatest, as last year, in 
Suburban London. 


The index for food and perishables fell from 122 in 
December to 98 in January. Among the seven 
districts the index number was highest in December 
and lowest in January for Central and West End 
London (the fall was from 166 to 92), but the decline 
was somewhat smaller than a year ago. 


The seasonal decline was even more noticeable in 
other merchandise, the index number falling from 154 
to 98, a contraction slightly greater than a year earlier. 
In this case the December 1938 peak was higher in 
Suburban London than elsewhere and the fall to the 
January level greater. Omitting Central and West 
End London with its peculiarities, an appreciable 
difference can be noticed between the declines in the 
Northern districts (47, 48, 54 points) and those in the 
Southern (69, 75, 93). 


The seasonal fall was very marked in the index 
number for apparel, which stood at 153 in December 
and 96 in January. The fall was relatively slight in 
Central and West End London (117 to 106), but very 
pronounced in the Suburban district (202 to 84). 
Household goods shared in the seasonal contraction to 
a much less extent, the index for sales in Great Britain 
as a whole declining from 120 in December to 104 in 
January. Again the most marked movement among 
the districts was the fall from 142 to 91 in Suburban 
London; in the Central and West End district January 
sales of household goods were only 2 points below the 
December level. 


STOCKS 


Total stocks at cost were 2°6 per cent. lower at the 
end of January 1939 than a year earlier, this decrease 
continuing the fall which began last June. Lower 
stocks were reported in all seven districts, the decline 
varying from 2-3 per cent. in Scotland and in the 
North-West to 3°6 per cent. in the Midlands and 
South Wales. There was a rise of 7:0 per cent, in 
stocks of food and perishables; since stocks were not 
reported by as many retailers as return sales, this figure 
may be less truly representative than the sales figures, 
and it is possible, too, that at the end of the financial 
year a certain amount of stock adjustment takes place. 
Stocks of other merchandise decreased by 3:4 per 
cent. ; the only main categories with higher stocks were 
sports and travel goods and hardware, the others being 
lower by percentages ranging up to 9°5 in fancy 
departments. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total staffs of those retail establishments which 
furnished information regarding employment were 
larger by 04 per cent. at the end of January 1939 than 
a vear earlier. The only decrease was in Central and 
West End London, 3°9 per cent., while the chief in- 
creases were in respect of the Midlands and South 
Wales (2:2 per cent.), the North-East (1°6 per cent.) 
and the South of England (1°3 per cent.). Selling 
staffs were larger on the whole by 0°5 per cent., the 
decline of 3°9 per cent. in Central and West End 
London being similar to that for total staffs; the in- 
crease was 4 per cent. or more in Scotland and the 
North-East. The numbers of juveniles reported were 
smaller than a year ago in all districts except Scotland, 
where they were larger by 4:2 per cent.; the fall 
reached 91 per cent. in Suburban London and averaged 
3-2 per cent. in the country as a whole.

MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN JANUARY 


Foreign Trade, Arrivals.—The net tonnage of the 
esels that arrived at ports in the United Kingdom 
juring January 1939 with cargo for discharge at the 
wrt of arrival was 6,758,000 tons, showing a decrease 
sf 237,000 tons (8 per cent.) from the record total for 
january 1938. As regards the trading areas specified 
n the returns, substantial decreases in the tonnage 
hat arrived from countries in Northern and Western 
Europe and from the Atlantic Coast of North and 
Central America and the West Indies were only partly 
iiset by increases recorded for most of the remaining 
ras, the largest of which related to ‘‘ Central and 
fastern Mediterranean Countries.’’ Among the prin- 
sipal nationalities of the vessels concerned Norwegian 
nmage showed an increase of 92,000 tons (21 per 
ent.), but British tonnage declined by 104,000 tons 
2per cent.), and decreases of 86,000 tons (23 per cent.) 
ad 77,000 tons (20 per cent.), respectively, were 
veorded for German and United States vessels. 
Swedish and Danish vessels accounted for a decrease 
of 54,000 tons (5 per cent.) shown for ‘‘ Other Nation- 
ities.’” Between 60 and 61 per cent. of the tonnage 
that arrived with cargo was British, both in January 
1939 and a year earlier. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived during 
the month at any port in the United Kingdom without 
sargo for discharge at that port (recorded as arriving 
n ballast) was 2,616,000 tons, an increase of 245,000 
ins (10 per cent.) compared with January 1938. 
British tonnage was higher by 164,000 tons (12 per 
ent.), Duteh by 60,000 tons (59 per cent.) and Ger- 
man by 27,000 tons (13 per cent.). Among the ‘* Other 
Nationalities,’’ for which a rise of 54,000 tons (18 per 
rent.) was recorded, the largest increases related to 
Danish and Italian vessels. French tonnage was less 
by 35,000 tons (15 per cent.), but there were no other 
decreases of importance. The British share of the total 
net tonnage that arrived in ballast increased from 58} 
per cent. in January 1938 to over 59 per cent. in 
January 1989, and of the total British arrivals with 
cargo and in ballast the proportion in ballast increased 
irom less than 25 to more than 27 per cent. 


Foreign Trade, Departurcs.—The net tonnage of the 
vessels that departed during January 1939 from ports 
at which they had loaded cargo for abroad was 
1,417,000 tons, being 99,000 tons (2 per cent.) more 
than in January 1938. There was a substantial in- 
trease of nearly 250,000 tons (18 per cent.) in the 
lepartures to foreign countries in Northern Europe, 
while the tonnage departing to ‘‘Central and Fastern 
Mediterranean Countries ’’ was greater by one-fourth, 
partly as a result of increased coal exports to Italy. 
On the other hand, there were considerable decreases 
in the departures with cargo to ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries ’’—due to a reduc- 
tion in coal exports to France—and to ‘‘ Eastern Asia 
ind Islands in the Pacific ’’ and ‘‘ North America— 
Atlantic Coast.’’ British tonnage was less by 109,000 
fons (3 per cent.), but Dutch tonnage rose by 80,000 
‘ons (40 per cent.), and increases of 40,000 tons (19 per 
cent.) and 27,000 tons (9 per cent.), respectively, were 
tecorded for Norwegian and French vessels. As in the 
case of arrivals in ballast, there was a considerable 
Merease in Danish and Italian tonnage departing with 
cargo, which accounted for the rise of 70,000 tons 
(09 per cent.) shown for ‘‘ Other Nationalities.’’ The 
British share of the total net tonnage that departed 
with cargo decreased from 624 per cent. in January 
1938 to 594 per cent. in January 1939. 


The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad 











(recorded as departing in ballast) was 3,887,000 tons, 
and showed a decrease of 290,000 tons (7 per cent.) 
from the record total for January 1938, For British 
and Norwegian vessels the changes recorded were ‘in- 
significant, but the tonnage under each of the other 
principal flags was considerably less than a year earlier, 
United States tonnage declining by 103,000 tons (42 
per cent.), French by 53,000 tons (68 per cent.), Dutch 
by 54,000 tons (21 per cent.) and German by 49,000 
tons (17 per cent.). The British proportion of the total 
tonnage that departed in ballast rose from 554 per cent. 
in January 1938 to 60 per cent. in January 1939, and 
of the total British tonnage that departed the propor- 
tion in ballast increased from 41 to 42 per cent. 


Movement at Individual Ports.—Particulars of the 
arrivals and departures in the foreign trade at the chief 


ports in the United Kingdom, distinguishing the 
nationalities of the vessels, appear on page 822. The 
principal tonnage (and percentage) increases and 


decreases, as compared with January 1938, were as

All-round increases were shown for London and the 
Tyne ports. A considerable increase in transatlantic 
liner traffic was recorded at Plymouth, the marked rise 
in tonnage departing with cargo being partly due to 
certain French liners departing with cargo in January 
1939 but in ballast a year earlier. There was again a 
large decline in the tonnage of German liners calling 
off Cowes. Reduced coal exports were largely respon- 
sible for the decreased departures with cargo at Cardiff 
and Newport. 


Coasting T'rade.—There was a general reduction as 
compared with a year earlier in the tonnage engaged in 
the coasting trade in January. Arrivals and departures 
with cargo were lower by 145,000 tons and 147,000 tons, 
respectively, (6 per cent. in each case), while there 
were decreases of 198,000 tons (8 per cent.) in the 
arrivals and 142,000 tons (6 per cent.) in the departures 
of vessels in ballast. The principal changes at indivi-

TRADE AND CROPS 

Trade is normal for this time of year. 

In Barbados some sugar factories have started grinding ; 
the crop is estimated at 145,000 tons of sugar. 

The Jamaican sugar crop is starting, and all factories 
should be working by early March. New crop rum bookings 
are satisfactory. Exports of bananas in 1938, viz., 
23,811,337 stems, showed a decrease of 3,144,152 stems as 
compared with 1937. The pimento market has advanced 
somewhat. Honey and ginger remain quiet; the ginger crop 
is now starting. 

Weather conditions in Trinidad are good for the com- 
mencement of the grinding of the 1939 sugar crop, but the 
abnormal weather conditions early last year have adversely 
affected the sucrose content of the canes. Cocoa pickings 
indicate that the crop will be the lowest on record, owing 
to excessive rainfall. Oil production continues to increase ; 
exports in 1938 were 574,955,698 gallons, as compared with 
494,343,963 gallons in 1937. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands the grow- 
ing sugar canes in St. Lucia are said to be recovering well 
from the floods. In St. Vincent the arrowroot season has 
started, and returns are satisfactory; exports in 1938 
amounted to 35,902 barrels, as compared with 36,653 barrels 
in 1937. Weather conditions have been unfavourable for 
the cotton crop. 


In British Guiana weather conditions have been favour- 
able for the sugar crop; it is understood that the output for 
1938 was about 195,000 tons. Rice milling has been affected 
by unsuitable weather conditions which, however, have been 
favourable for the planting of the short crop. An increase 
of 75,661 tons is shown in bauxite exports in 1938 over the 
total of 300,707 tons in 1937.- Barclays Bank (Dominion,

1937, states the Monthly Abstract of Statistics compiled by 
the Census and Statistics Department, Wellington. This js 
the first occasion since June 1938 that a monthly figure has 
recorded an increase above the corresponding month jy 
1937, The total for the eleven months ended 30 Novembey 
1938 amounted to £54,648,012, as compared with £62,296 449 
for the corresponding period of 1937. 


Exports of butter for the first eleven months of last year 
were valued at £15,569,136, as against £15,145,852 in the 
1937 period, although there was a reduction of 246,527 ewts. 
in quantity. The value of cheese exports was £5,531 ,458, as 
against £4,918,414; and here also there was a decline jy 
quantity, the difference amounting to 2,035 ewts. During 
the early months of the present dairy-production season ex. 
ports of butter were well down on the figures of the previous 
year. During the months of September and October 1938 
272,125 ewts. of butter, valued at £1,835,431, were shipped, 
the figures for the corresponding period of 1937 being 
399,096 ewts. and £2,470,571. In November, however, , 
substantial improvement has been recorded, shipment; 
amounting to 366,537 ewts., as compared with 298,178 ewts 
in the same month of 1937, the values being £2,298 692 and 
£2,075,850, respectively. Cheese exports for the thre 
months ended 30 November 1938 totalled 344,742 ewts., as 
against 356,727 ewts. during the corresponding period of 
1937, the respective values being £1,339,836 and £1,313,819 


Statistics for the early portion of the present killing 
season reveal a substantial decline in the exports of frozen 
lamb, The quantities shipped during October and Noven. 
ber 1938 were 56,129 ewts., valued at £199,893, the figures 
for the same two months of 1937 being 99,433 cwts, and 
£372,158 respectively. Chilled and frozen beef and pork 
show a decline. Frozen mutton, although less in 
October, shows a substantial increase for November when 
compared with 1937.

SOUTH AFRICA 


TRADE CONDITIONS 

The General Managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Less activity is evident in general business at the larger 
centres in the Union owing to seasonal influences, but 
wholesale orders are fairly steady and retail turnovers in 
many sections are being stimulated by clearance sales, which 
are receiving satisfactory support. Building contractors at 
Durban and Cape Town are well employed and conditions 
are steady at other centres, although the position and 
prospects at Johannesburg are less satisfactory owing to 
reported difficulty in composing a trade agreement to re 
place the one which expired on 31 December 1938. The 
value of plans passed at Johannesburg in January wa 
£396,327, as compared with £679,906 for January 1938, In 
agriculture the outlook and conditions in many districts of 
the Union have been adversely affected by serious floods, 
but the less heavy rainfall in other areas is welcome, Agri- 
cultural implements are selling fairly steadily at the larger 
centres, except Johannesburg, where business is seasonally 
quiet.

The Order at (1) provides for the imposition of a duty of 
50 per cent. ad valorem (Full Rate) and 335 per cent. (Pre- 
ferential Rate) on paper which has not any matter or 
design printed thereon and which is greaseproof paper or 
imitation parchment (including vegetable parchmentised 
paper) and in either case is of a weight equivalent to more 
than eleven pounds but not more than ninety pounds to the 
ram of four hundred and eighty double crown sheets 
measuring thirty inches by twenty inches. 

The duty imposed by this Order is not applicable to any 
paper which is at importation used as packing or wrapping 
for another article, and is in addition to the duty of 5 per 
cent. ad valorem referred to at Item 169 in the Eire Tariff. - 

Provision is made in the Order for the duty-free admis- 
sion of the goods concerned under licence subject to certain 
conditions. 

The Order at (2) provides for the increase in the Full 
Rate of duty from 50 per cent. ad valorem to 75 per cent. 
ad valorem on paper which is imprinted, either manilla 
paper or packing or wrapping paper (whether of manilla 
or any other description) and in either case is imported in 
sheets or rolls, and is, when fully extended, of a weight 
equivalent to more than eleven pounds but not more than 
ninety pounds to the ream of four hundred and eighty 
double crown sheets measuring thirty inches by twenty 
inches (Eire Tariff Item 169/1).

The Board of Trade have received a copy of the ‘ Cus- 
toms Tariff Ordinance, 1938,’’ dated 25 August 1938, which 
exempts from the payment of Customs duty aeroplanes, 


engines, airscrews, or spare 
imported into the Territory 


parts of aeroplanes or engines 


of New Guinea, with the con- 
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sent in writing of the Administrator, for the purpose of 
operating and maintaining, any aeroplane service specified 
by the Administrator by notice in the ‘‘ New Guinea 
Gazette,’’ in fulfilment of any agreement with the Com- 
monwealth or the Administration. 


The Administrator may remit any Customs duty due or 
payable, and may refund any duty paid, in respect of goods 
imported under the above conditions before the operation 
of the Ordinance. 


The Ordinance also adds the following item to the Import 
Tariff : 
54A.—Any second-hand articles sent to the Territory from 
Papua or the British Solomon Islands Protec- 
torate for repair and return to the place of origin 
Free.

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’? of 22 February announces 
the exclusion until further notice from the quota restric- 
tions on the import into France of preserved tomatoes, 
seasoned or not (ex Tariff No, 158C), of condiments made 
from tomato sauce, with vinegar, salt, spices and other in- 
gredients added, of the ‘‘tomato ketchup,’’ ‘ tomato 
chutney,’’ ‘‘ tomato chilli sauce,”’ etc., type, and prepared 
in bottles for direct consumption on the table in the same 
way as mustard. 


Such goods may, consequently, be imported without limi- 
tation of quantity. 


GREECE 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATION 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
reports the addition of the following sub-paragraph to the

Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
ueans of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering the 
sole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second may be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on payment 
fasmall extra premium. 
Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
wmable goods normally sold on short credits, but also to 
ims in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
sked to give medium term credits of from one to five 
eats by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they
